Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -42 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable over the "closest" prior art (US 6,1 17,826) and (US 
4,997,969) 

US 6,1 17,826 teaches a lubricant composition comprised of dithiocarbamyl 
derivatives. The formula disclosed by US 6,117,826 is similar to the instantly claimed 
dithiocarbamate derivative except for the substituents on the alkylene group. 
Furthermore, US 6,1 17,826 does not teach the same method to produce the 
dithiocarbamate derivative. 

US 4,997,969 teaches a lubricating composition comprised of diothiocarbamate- 
containing amides. The formula disclosed by US 4,997,969 dos not contain the same 
substituents on the alkylene group as the instantly claimed dithiocarbamate derivative. 
Furthermore, US 4,997,969 does not teach the same method to produce the 
dithiocarbamate derivative. 

A search of Non-Patent Literature was conducted, however nothing was found 
that would bar patentability of the present claims. The search report has been made of 
record.
